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A true Relation of the late Battell 
foaght in New-England, between the 
Engliſh and Salvages, with the preſent 
ſtate of things there. 


me Ew England (2 name now eve. 
ry day more famous) 1s fo 
called, becauſe the Engliſh 
were the firſt Diſcoverers, 
and are now the Planters 
thereof. Ir is the Eaſterne 
Coaſt of the North part of 
America, upon the South- 
weſt adjoyning to Yirginia, and part of that Con- - 
tinent, large and capable of innumerable people. 
Itis in the ſame height with the North of Spaine, 
and South part of France, and the temper not 
much unlike: as pleaſant,as temperate and as ter- 
tile as cither, if managed by induſtrious hands. 
This i5thg Stage. Letusina wore ſcethe A- 
Qors. The yeare 1620, a Company of Englqh 
part out of the Low Conntries, and, ſome out of 
Londen and other parts, were ſent for Yirgin's. 
But being cut ſhort by wantof winde, an.! hard- 


nefle ot the Winter, they landed them(clves in 
this 
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this Countrey,coduring,with great hapoengpe- 
tience, all the miſery that Delartcould par 


them, and imp their wits to make their beſt 
uſc of that then Snow-covered land for their ne- 
cc ſlities. After two years experience of the nature 
of the ſoyle, commodities, and natives, they re- 
turned ſuch intelligence to their Maſters, that 0+ 
therstooke notice of their ' <ndevodrs, 'and the 
place. Then ſome Welterne Merchants colle- 
cd aſtocke, and employed it that way. But they 
diſcouraged through loſles, and want of preſent 
gaine, ſome Londoners, and others (men of 
worth) undertooke it, with more reſolution, buil- 
ding upon the old foundation. Hence a lecorkd 
plantation adjoyncd tothe other, but epponel 
with betrer pillars, and greater meancs. All hes 
ginningsarc ever difficult, The halfe, ſaith the 
Proverb, is more then the whole, Some crrouts 
were committed, and many miſcries were endu» 
rcd, No manis wiſe cnough to ſhun all evils that 
may happen; but patience and painefulneſle o- 
vercame all. The ſucceſſe proved anſwerable c- 
vento ambitious expcRations, notwithſtanding 
the impediments anevitable to ſuch underta- 
kings, 

1 here is ſcarce any part of the world but habi- 
table, though more commodiouſly by humane 
culture. This part, (though in its Naturals) nou- 
riſhed many natives, diſtinguiſhed into divers 
petty nations and faQions. It were needleflle cu- 
riolity to diſpute their originall, or how they 
came hither, Their outſides ſay they _— 

cheir 
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their aQions they ſay are reaſonable, As the 
ing is, 10 it operateth. Their correſpondency 
of diſpoſition with us, argueth all to be of the 
ſame conſtitution,and the ſons of Adam, and that 
we had the ſame matter, the fame mould, Onely 
Art and Grace have given us that perteGion, 
which yetthey want, but may perhaps'be as ca- 
pable thereof as we. They arcof perion ſtraight 
andtall, oflimbs big and ſtrong, ſeldome ſecne 
violent, or extreme in any = Naked they 
goc,cxceptaskin abour their waſte, and ſome- 
timesa Mantle about their ſhoulders. Armed they 
are with Bowes and Arrowes, Clubs, Iavyclins, 
&c. But as ſoyle, ayre, diet; and cuſtome make 
oft times a memorabledifference in mens natures, 
ſoit is theſe Nations, whoſe countries 
there are like ſo many Shires here, of mY Vc. 
one hath their Sagamore, or King, who as oc- 
>} urgeth, commandeth —_—- warre, and 
ruleth them in Peace. Thoſe where the Engliſh 
pitched, have ſhewed themſelves very loving 
and friendly, and done courtelies beyond expe- 
Qation for theſc new-come Inmat=s. So that 
much hath becne written of thetr civility and 
peacefull converſation, untill this yeare. 

t Nature, heavens daughter, and the imme- 
diate charaQter of that divine power, as by her 
light ſhe hath caught us wiſedome, for our owne 
defence,ſo by her fire ſhe hath made us fierce, in- 
jurious,revengefull, and ingenious inthe device 
of meanes for the offence ot thole we take tobe 
our enemies. This is ſcene in creatures yoyd 
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of reaſon, much more in ma »11 /c, +Vehaveia 
us a mixture of all tie Ele cas, 1006 1s pron 
dominant when the humours arc cx igitited, All 
morion cauſerh heat. All provocatioa moveth 
choller, and cho-ler inflaned, becomm<zth a 
phrenſic, a tury, eſpecially in barbarous and cru- 
cll natures. Theſe things are conſpicuous in the 
Inhabitants of New Engia#d. In whoſe Souther- 
moſt part arc the Pequets, Or Pequamts, a ftately 
warlike people,which have been terrible to their 
neighbours, andtroubleſome to the Engliſh. 

To February laſt they killed ſo.ne Engliſh at 
Sea-brooke, a Southerly Plantation beyond Cape 
Cod, at the mouth ot the River of ConnetFecutt, 
Since that the Lieutenant of the Fort there, with 
tenne wen armed, went out to fire the Meadows, 
and to fit them for mowing. Arriving there, he 
ſtarted three Indians, which he nw +. a lirle 
way, thinking to cut them off. Bur preſently they 
perccived themſelves incompaſled with hun- 
dreds of them, who let flie their arrowes furi- 
ouſly, and came deſperately uvon the muſles 
of their Muskets, though the Enel:b diſchar- 
ged upon them, with all the ſpeed they could. 
Three Engliſh men were there \[iine, others 
wounded. The cight that remained, made theic 
way through the Savages with their ſwords, 
and ſv got under the command of the Canon 
of the Forr, (otherwiſe they h12d beene all 
{Liine, ortaken priſoners) one of the wounded 
falling downe dead 2t the Fort Gate. The [nd:- 
«ns this fl: ſhed and encouraged, belieged the 

Fort 
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Fort as neere as they durſt approach. The be- 
lieged preſently diſpatched a m« flenger tothe 
Governour the B«y,to acquaint him withtheſe 
{ad tidings, who with all =_ lent unto their 
aide, Captaine Yaderhifl, with twenty ſoulciers, 
Not long after theſe Salvages went to Water- 
Towne, now called Wetherfield, and there fell up. 
on ſome that were ſawing, and ſlew nine more, 
whereof one was a woman, the otherachilde, 
and tooke two y Maids priſoners, killing 
ſome of their cartel, and driving ſome away. 
Mans nature inſulteth in viRory and' proſperity, 
and by good ſucceſſe is animated even in the 
worſt of wicked ations. Thelc Barbarians trium- 
 phedand proceeded, drawing into their confece- 
racy other Indians, as the Nyamecets, and part of 
the Mohigens, of whom about fitty chole rather 
to joyne with the Exgliſh,and late downe at New- 
Towne ,at Connettacut (now Called Hereford, as the 
other Towne that went from Dorcheſter thither 
is called _ Fame encreaſeth by flying. 
The former {ad newes was augmented by the re- 
port of ſixty men (laine at Maſter Pinchews Plan- 
tation, &c, which proved falſe. The Narragen- 
ſets neighbours to the Pequers, ſent word to the 
Engliſh, that the Pcquers had ſolicited then to 
joyne their forces with them. Hercupon the 
Councecll order. d that none ſhould goeto work, 
nor travell, no not ſo much as to Church, with- 
out Arms. A Corps of Guard of 14.0r 15.ſculdi. 
ers was appointed to watch every night, & Cen- 


tincls were ſet in convenient places about the 
B 2 Plan- 
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Plantations, the Drumume beating when they 
went tothe Watch, and every man commanded ' 


20 be in readinefle upon an upon paine 


of five , Aday of faſt and praycrs wasalſo- 
kept. —_ more were ſeat to ſtrengthen the 
formes twenty that went to the Fort, and 50 un- 
derthe comand of Captainc Maſon, which being. 
conjoyned, were about 100. Two hundred more 
were to be ſent after them with all expedition. 


Fhe 50 Aohigins that joyned with the Buglifh, _. 


ſcouting about,cſpiced 7 Pequess, killed five of 
them outright, wounded the fixc mortally, rook 
the ſeventh priſoner, and brought him to 

Fort. He braved the Enghſb, as though they durſt 
not kill a Pequer. Some will have their courage to 


_/ be thought invincible, when all is deſperate, But 
' itavailed this —_ nothing; they tied one of 


his legs to a poſt, and 20 men with a rope tied to 
the other, pulled him in pieces, Captain Fadey- 
hil ſhooting a piſtoll through him, to diſpatch 
him. The wo Maids which were taken priſoners 
were redeemed by the Datch. 

Thoſe 50 ſent from the three plantations of Cow- 
weacut with Captain Maſon, bring joyncd with - 
Captain Ynderhil and his 20 men, (for the other 
40 mre not yer arrived with them) immediately 
went upon an expedition againſt the Pequers,after 
they had ſearched for them. The manner was 
this. The Engliſh with ſome Mobigens went to the 
Neraganſets, who were diſcontented that they 
came no ſooner, ſaying they could arme and fer

a farre off, At breakeof day the 70 Exg liſb ove 
the Forta Volly of ſhot, whereat the Sebvs 
within made an hideous and pittifullcry; the 
wichour all — fly ying through che pabje 
dees (which ery cloſe) and killi 
wounding ſome of *ehs hos . Pitry had hindred fi is 
ther hoftile proccedings,had not the remEbrance 
ofthe bloudſhed,the captive Maid, and cruell in- 
ſolency of thoſe Pequets,hardned the hearts of the 
Engliſh, and ſtopped theirearcs untotheir cryes. 
Mercy marresall ſometimes, ſevere Iuſtice muſt | 
pow and thentake place. 


The long —— and too much lenity of 
B3 the - 
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the Engliſh toward the Virginian Sal had 
like to have bin the deſtruQti6 of the whole Plan- 
tation: Theſe Barbarians (ever treacherous)abuſe 
the goodneſle of thoſe that condeſcend to their 
rudeneſle & imperfeRions. The'Engliſh went re. 
ſolutely up to the door of the Fort. What ſhal we 
enter ſaid Captain Ynderhill: What come we for 
elſe: anſwered one Hedge,a yong Northampron- 
ſhire gentleman : who advancing before the reft, 
pluckt away ſome buſhes & centred, A ſtout Pequer 
encounters him, ſhoots his arrow (drawnto the 
head)into his right arme, where it ſtuck. He ſlaſht 
the Salvage betwixtthe arm and ſhoulder, who 
preſſing towards the door, was killed by the &#. 
el:fþ. Immediatly Maſter Hedge incountred ano- 
ther, who perceiving him upon him before he 
could deliver his arrow,gave back : but he ſtruck 
up his heels and run him thorow;afterhim he kil- 
led two or three more. Then about halfe the En- 
gbſþ cntred,fell on with courage, and flew many. 
But being ſtraitned for room becauſe of the Wig. 
wenetwbich are the Salvage huts or cabins )they 
called for fire to burn them. An Engi/h man ſtepr 
into a Wigwam,and ſtooping for a fire-brand,an 


Indian was ready to knock out his brains. But he ' 


whipt oct his ſword and run him into the belly, 
that his bowels followed. ſhen were the Wig. 
wams (ct on fire, which ſo raged, that what ther. 
with, what with the ſword, in little more than an 
hour,berwixt three and foure hun ired of them 
were killed, and of the Exeliſb only two, one of 
them by our own Muskets,as is thought, For the 
Naraganſets be(etthe Font loclole, that not one 

elcaned. 
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eſcaped. The whole work ended,cre the Sun was 
an hour high,the conquerors retranted down to- 
ward the Pin1ice, bur in their murch were infe- 


ſed by the r:ſt of th- Pequers + who ſcouting up 


and down, from the {wa-np» and thickets, let flye 
their wrowes amain, which were an{wered by 
Engt:ſh bullets. The Indians that then affiſted the 
Bnglſb, waiting the fall ot the Pequers, as the dog 
watcheth the ſhot of the fowlerto fetch the prey) 
ſtill fetched them their heads, as any were lin. 
Arlaſt the Narraganſets perceiving powder and 
ſhot to faile, and tcaring to fall into che hands of 
their cnemics, betook themſelves to flight upon 
the ſudden,and wereas ſuddenly encom paſſed by 
the Pequets.Feare defeaterh great armies. If an ap- 
prehenſion of eminent danger once poſlefle the, 
tis invainto ſtay the run-awaies. No oratory can 
recall them.no command can order them again. 
The onely ſure way,is by all means that may bc, 
romiſes,threats, perſwafions,&c. to maintain & 
cep up courage, where yet iris. But theſe fearfull 
companions had one Anchor, whoſe cable was 
not brokE. They ſent ſpeedily to the Enghſh, who 
came to their reſcue: and after five Muskets dif. 
charged,the Pequers fled. Thus freed fr6 that fear, 
they vowed henceforth to cleave cloſer tothe 
Engliſh, & never to forſake them intime of need, 
] he reaſon why the Exgl:ſh wanted amunition 


© was, becauſe they had leftthat which they had 


for ſtore, with their drum,atthe place of theirc6- 
ſulrztion: Bur found it in their return. They now 
all went a ſhip. board and ſayled to Seebrook- Fort, 
where the Engliſh teaſted the Narraganſers three 

2ics & then tentthE home ina piaance, Jet 
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Let me now deſczibe this military fortreſſe 
which naturall reaſon & experience hath taught 
them to ere, without mathematicall skill,jor uſc 
of irontoole. They choole a piece of ground dry 
and of beft advantage. 40 or 5 otoot ſquare. ' (But 
this was at leaſt two acres of ground,) here they 
pitch cloſe together, as they can yong trees and 
halfe trees,as thick as a mans thigh, orthe calf of 
his leg. Tenor twelve foot hi h they are above 
the ground,and within rammed three foot deep, 
with undermining, the carth being caſt vp for 
their better ſhelter againſt the enemics diſcharge. 
ments. Betwixt theſe palliſadoes are divers loop- 
hools, through which they let fiye their winged 
meſſengers. The door for the moſt part is emtred 
ſide-waies, which they ſtop with boughs or 
buſhes,as neec requireth, The ſpace within is full 
of Wigwams, wherein their wives and children 
Iive with them. Theſc huts or little houſes are 
framed like our garden arbours, ſomething more 
round, very ſtrong and handſome, covered with 
cloſe wrought mats, made by tncir women, of 
flags,ruſhes, and hempenthreds, ſo defenſive, 
th:t neither raine,though never ſo bad and long, 
noryetthe winde,thovgh never ſo ſtrong can en- 
tcr T he topthrougha ſquare hole giveth paſſage 
to the ſmoke, which in rainy weather is covered 
with a pluver. This Fort vvas ſo crovyded vvith 
theſe numerous dvyellings, thattheEnglrfh vvan- 
ted foor. room to grapple vvith their adverſaries, 
d therfore ſer fire on all, 
| The Mohighens which ſided with the Engliſh 
1n this aQtion, behaved themſelves ttoucly, Which 
the 
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the other Pequers underſtanding , cur off all the 
Mohigens that remain with them(leſt they ſhould 
turne to the Engliſh) except ſeven: who fly 
ro our Country-men, related this newes ; and 
that about an hundred Pequers were flaine,or hurt 
in the fight with the Engliſh, at their returne 
From the Fort. Moreover, that they had reſol- 
ved to have ſent an hundred —— an of 
their Fort, as a partic againſt the iſh, the ve- 
ry day aftcr they _ bean =E _ But 
ing now vanquiſhed , Seſacws the Pequetan 
copmtns . wh Se remainder of this mothers , 
was fled the Countrey, 

It is not good ro give breath to a beaten Ene. 
mie, leſt hee rerurne armed, if not with greater 
puiſlance , yer with greater deſpite and revenge, 
Too much ſecuritic , or negleQ1n this kind, hath 
oft times ruined the Conquerors. The two hun. 
dred Engliſh therfore, reſo!ved on befere , were 
now ſent forth to chaſe the Barbarians, and ut. 
terly root them out. Whereupon, Captaine Y x. 
derhill with his twenty men returned, and gave 
this account of thoſe exploits of the New-Eng- 
landers, which here we have comunicared to t 
old Engliſh world. This laſt partie invaded the 
Pequetan Country , killed rwenty three, ſaved 
the lives of two Sag amores for their uſe hereafter, 
as occaſion ſhall ſcrve, who have promiſed to 
doe great matters for the advancing of the Eng- 
liſh affaires, they purſued the remnant threeſcore 
miles beyond the Countrey (till within fix and 

C thirty 
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thirty miles of tt e Ditch Plantations on Hudſons 
river) vw here = fought with them, killed forty 
or fitty ,beſides thoſe that they cur off in their re- 
treat , apdtooke priſoners one hundred cightic 
that came out of a Swampe, and yiclded + —_ 
ſelves upon promiſe of good quarter. Some other 
{mall parties of them were {ince deſtroyed ; and © 
capt-in Patrick with ſixteen orexghtcen, brought 
cightic captives to the Bay of Boffow, The newes 
of the flight of Safſacws their Sagamore, is allo 
confirmed. He went with forty men to the Me. 
locks, whichare cruell bloody Canibals, and the 
moſt terrible to their neighbours of all theſe na- 
tions : but will ſcarſe dare ever to carry armes 
-gainſt the Engliſh, of whom they are fore a- 
fraud , not __ incounter = men with 
their hot-mourh'd weapons, which ſpit nothi 
elſc bur bullets and h _— & by 
T he terrour of victorie changeth even the af- 
feion of the allies of the vanquiſhed , and the 
ſccuring-of our owne eſtates makes us neglect, 
* yea forſake, or turne againſt our confederates, 
and fide with their Enemies and ours, when wee 
deſpaire of better remedie; Theſe cruell , but 
= AHohocks, in contemp)ation of the Engliſh, 
to procure _ —_— — the 
itive Pequers and their ne, by curti 
off all hu heads and hands which bo fern 
bo the Engliſh, as a teſtimonie of their love and 


rvice. 
A day of thankſgiving was ſolemnly —_— 
t 
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ted for this happy ſucceſle ; the Pequetans now 
ſeeming nothing but a name, for not lefle than 
700 are llaine or taken priſoners. Ofthe Engliſh 
are not _ _— Or — I 
may not - . Thr indeavours of privat men 
27 0m dls in theſe beginnungs : the 
meaneſt of the vulgar is not incapable ot vertue, 
and conſequently, neither of honour. Some aQti- 
ons of Plebeians have clſwhere _ —_ - 
atchicycments. A pretty ſturdy 0 
ca Ipſwich , going forth ſomewhar zaſhly to 
purſue the' S«/vages, ſhot off his Muskert after 
_—_ all his powder i rn (penc ; 
which t \ im, thinking 
with Ce erbers have knocktd him in the 
head: bat he ſo beſtirred himſelfe with the ſtock 
of his Piece, and after with the barre!l, when that 
was broken , that hee ht two of their heads 
to the armic, His owne deſert , and the incou- 
ragement of ethers, will not ſuffer him to be 
nameleſſe. He iscalled Francs Wainwright, and 
came over ſervant with one Alexander Knight 
that kept an Innein Chelmsford. 

I have done with this tragick ſcene, whoſe ca- 
taſtrophe ended in a triumph. And now give me 
leave to ſpeake ſomething of the preſent ſtate of 
things there. The tranſcribing of all Colonies is 
chargeable, fitteſt for Princes or ſtates ro under- 
take, Their firſt beginnings are full of caſualty 
and danger , and obnoxious to m_ miſcries. 
They muſt be well grounded, well followed,and 
CS. 
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with great ſtocks of money, by men 
ef reſolution, that will not be daunted by ordi- 
paric accidents. The Zermuds's and Virgins a1 
come to pcrieRion , from meane, or rather baſc 
beginnings, and almoſt by as weake meanes, be- 
yond all expeQation and reaſon. But a few pri- 
vate men, by uniting their ſtockes and deſires, 
have now railcd New Exglandto that height, that - 
never any Plantation of 5 paniards, Dutch, or any 
ether arrived at,in ſo ſmall a time. Gaine is the 
load-ſtone of adventures: Fiſh and Furres, with 
Feaver-wooll , were ſpecious baits. But whiles 
men ate all for their private profit , the publike 
good is negleded, and languiſheth, Wotull ex- 
pericnce had too evicently inſtrufted New Eng- 
lands Colonies , in the precedents of Guiaxs, the 
CharibeTlands , Virginia, and Novania, or New- 
found. land, (now againe to be planted by Sir Da- 
vid Kirke, though part of the old Planters there 
yer remaine.) Wee are never wiſer, than when 
wee are thus taught. The New- Englanders ther- 
fore advanccd the weale publike all they could,. 
and ſo the private is taken care for. 

Corne and Cattell are wonderfully encreaſed 
with them, and thereof they have enough, yea 
ſometime to ſpare to new commers, beſides 
ſpare roomes, or good houſes to entertaine them 
in, Where they may make Chriſtmas fires all 
wincr, if they pleaſc,; for nothing. I ſpeake not 
of the fraruralls of the Countrey, fiſh, fowle, &e. 


which are more than pientifull, They that _ 
ve 
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vedthere this yeare out of Yivers parts of Old 
England, ſay, thatthey never ſaw ſuch a field of 
40, acies ot all ſorts of Engliſh graine, as they 
ſaw at W inter-towne there. Yet that ground 1s 
not comparableto other parts of New England, 
as Salem, Ipſwich, Newberry, &c. Ina word, they 
have built raire Townes ot the lands owne matc- 
rialls, and faire Ships roo, ſome whereof are here 
* to beſcere onthe Thames : they have overcome 
cold and hunger, are diſperſed ſecurely in their 
Plantations {1xty miles along the coaſt, and with- 
in the Land alſo, along ſome ſmall Creekes and 
Rivers, and are aſſured of their peace, by killing 
the Barbarians,better than our Engliſh Virginians 
were by being killed by them. For having once 
terrified them, by fevere execution of juſt rc- 
venge,they ſhall never heare of morc harmefrom 
them, except (perhaps) the killing of a man or 
two at his worke, upon advantage, which their 
Centinels, and Corps due guards may cafily_pre- 
vent. Nay, they ſhall have thoſe bruits their ſer- 
vants, their ſlaves, cither willingly, or of neceſſi- 
ty, and docible enough, if not obſequious. The 
numbers of the Engiſh amount to above thirty 
thouſand, which (though none did augmentthem 
out of £xg/axa) ſhall every day be, doubtleſle, 
encreaſcd, by a faculty that God hath given the 
Brittiſh Tlanders to beger and bring forth more 
children, than any other nation of the world : I 
could juſtifie whar 1] ſay fromthe mouthes of the 


Hollander and adjoyning Provinces, where they 
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eonfeſle (though $00d breeders of themſelves) | 
that never woman bore two children, nor yet had 
ſomany by one man, till the Emgl;ſh and Score 
frequented their warres and married with them, 
I could givea good reaſon hereof from nature, as 
A Phyloſopher (with modeſtic be ic ſpoken) but. - 
there is noncede. The aire of New England, and 
the diet cquall, it notexcelling that ot 0/d Eng- | 
land: beirdestheir honour ot marriage, and care- 

full preventing and puniſhing of furtive congrelii- 

on, giveth them and us no {mall hope of their fu- 

ture puiſſance, and multitude of ſubje&ts. Here- 
in, ſaith the Wiſeman, conſiſteth the ſtrength of 
a King, and likewiſe of a nation, or King- 
dome. 

But the deſire of more gaine, the ſlavery of 
mankind, was not the onely cauſe of our*Zng1:ſb 
endeavours fora plantation there. The propaga- 
tionof Religion was that precious jewell , for” 
which theſe Merchant venturers compaſſed both 
Sea and Land, and went into afarre Countrey to 
ſearchand ſcate themſclyes, This Iam ſure, they 
pretended,and I hope intended. Only this bleſſing 
from my heart I ſincerely wiſh them, and ſhall 
ever beſcechthe Altnighty to beſtow upon them, 
deyout Pierytowards God, faithfull loyalty to- 
wards their Soveraigne, fervent charity among 
themſelves, and diſcretion and ſobricty in them- 
ſelves, according to the ſaying of that bleſſed A- 
poſte, 6 rprrort'y may TA wparvir de ppoereiy bis 
ner. Rom, 12, 3, Notto be wile (in ſpirituall 

things) 
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things )above what we oughtto be wiſe ; but ts 
be wiſe unto wife ſobriety. 

Doubtleſſe there was no other way better, to 
chaſtiſe the inſolencie of theſe inſulting homi- 
cides, thana ſharpe warre purſued with entry 
and ſpeed. Yirginis our mother plantation, and 
for her precedent arule, hath taught us what to 
doc in theſe difficulties, forewarned, forearmed. 
They were endangered by their friendſhip and 
peace, ſecured by their enmity and warre with 
the natives. From theſe experiments, ſhall the 
now inhabitants of thoſe two Siſter Lands, beate 
out unto themſelyes an Armour of proofe, and 
lay a {ure foundation totheir tuture happineſle.
